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THRILLS IN FINAL 


lf you gave up some precious hours of sleep to watch the World Cup 
live, courtesy of the ABC, then you could be forgiven for getting rather 
“peeved” by the antics of the Argentinians long before the match even 


started. 


They held up proceed- 
ings by staying in their 
dressing room for an in- 
ordinately long time, 
then when they finally 
did appear they began 
to complain about the 
bandages around Willie 
van der Kerkhof’s 
broken arm. 


After referee Gonelia’s bung- 
ling of the opening procedures 
we finally got down to the foot- 
bait, and it was a highly enter- 
taining match, full of incidents 


» . and fine skiils. 


The Dutch had the first real 
chance of the match, and as it 
proved, it was perhaps the eas- 
lest of the game when Rep rose 
unchallenged to head a Krol free 
kick only inches wide of the up- 
right. 

Argentina fought back and 
had three chances of their own, 
with Luque bending a fine free 
kick around the wail, Brandts 
blocking a shot from Kempes 
and Passarella letting fly with a 
tremendous voliey on the blind 
side of the defence that literally 
zoomed over Jongbioed. 

Rep then had another brilliant 
chance denied, this time by. the 
keeping of Fillol who pushed 
away the Dutchman’s volley after 
two Argentinian defenders col- 
lided. ; 

Argentina drew first blood. 


Ardiies, aggressive as ever in _ 


midfield, ran at the Dutch, and 
managed to play the ball off to 
Luque, who shrugged off the at- 
tentions of Brandts and slipped 
it to Kempes. 

Kempes advanced into the 

area and sent a welli-judged 
shot under the spreading 
Jongbloed to score in the 37th 
minute. 
_ Passarella could weil have 
made it 2-0 in the 44th minute 
when he sent a header goai- 
wards only to have Jongbloed 
save. ; 

The Dutch then launched a 
counter attack, and after some 
quick interplay Neeskens 
nodded down a Rene van der 
Kerkhof cross to Rensenbrink 
who slid onto the baii but was 
denied the equaliser again by 
Fiilol. ; 

The Dutch attacks up until that 
point lacked variety and imagin- 
ation, relying mainly on those 
horribie balis pumped from mid- 
field into the goal mouth. 

Ten minutes after the break the 
Duich took off the weak and in- 
effective Johnny Rep and put on 
Dirk Nanninga, a powerful striker 
more in the ciassic British mouid 
than a continental striker, and 
the big man began to worry 
Passarelia. 

_ Argentina again wasted a 
great chance to seai the result in 
normal time when Luque rounded — 
the fallen Kroi and gave Kempes 
a gift chance, but the dashing 
striker seemed more distracted 
by the lunge of Jongbloed than 
with getting the ball into the net 
and it rolled harmiessly wide. 

The Dutch pressure in midfield 
began to mount towards the end 
of the game, and if they were to 
find any through it was to be 
along the Argentinians’ left flank 
where van der Kerkhof was caus- 
ing all kinds of problems for 
Tarantini. 

Finally in the 82nd minute 
the Dutch winger beat the oif- 
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side trap and sent over a well- 


judged cross which was 
headed into an unguarded 
net. 


Some controversy surrounds 
the scorer of the goal, with Nan- 
ninga being the player so credit- 
ed, although on TV it looked as if 
young Poortviiet was the “cul- 
prit”. 

Right on fuil time the badly 
out-of-form Rensenbrink could 
have stoien the match for the 
Dutch when he ghosted behind 
Passarella who was trying to let 
the bail run out for a goai kick, 
and just hit the upright with Filloi 
out of position. 

Extra time provided us with 
more examples of the Argentin- 
ians’ willingness to run at de- 
fenders, and after 105 minutes of 
play Kempes burst into the area, 
dismissed two tackles and then 
knocked the rebound from Jong- 
bloed’s legs into the net to send 
the River Plate stadium delirious.

On the whoie Brazil deserved 
their win, and in so doing pre- 
served their status as the only 
team to remain unbeaten in the 
'78 World Cup. 

Their great free back Amaral, 
as weil as Dirceu and Mendon- 
ca, played weil, especially in the 
second haif. 

The Italians looked good for 
some 45 minutes and _ then 
faded. 

This was no longer the same 
team that played and fought for 
90 minutes in the first round 
matches.

This had to be seen to be believed: Almost the entire city of 
Buenos Aires, nearly ail 7 million of them, streamed onto the 
streets minutes after the match and organised the largest and 
happiest celebration since V-Day in Europe. 


It was totally unplanned, unin- 
stigated and impromptu — a na- 
tion was rejoicing over the great- 
est success in its turbulent his- 
tory. 

Endless throngs invaded the 
main avenues — Corrientes, 
Santa Fe, Pellegreni, Rivadavia, 
Cordoba and others — either on 
foot or in cars inching their way 
through, tooting their horns. 

The automatic traffic lights still 
kepi changing but neither 
people nor police paid the 
slightest attention to them: the 
crowds just kept surging and to 
cut across them was impossible. 

Happiness was overflowing in 
enormous quantities: the chants 
of Ar-gen-tina, Ar-gen-tina ac- 
companied by drums and 
whisties were earsplitting. 

And it wasn't only kids: adults, 
weil .dressed matrons carrying 
the family dog in arms. = 

But it was a happy crowd, in- 
toxicated not by booze. but by 
joy. Aimost unbelievably 
throughout the evening and night 
there were no incidents, no win- 
dows smashed, no strangers ac- 
costed. 

Actualiy, it was bordering on 
hysteria, an almost inarticulate 
and constant roar of millions of 
throats. 

One cannot believe that all 
this was just because of the 3-1 
win over Holland.

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WHAT HAPPENED 
TO THE REFEREES? 


Probably the most depressing aspect of 
the Worid Cup was the obvious drop in the 


standard of the refereeing. 


Munich 1974 was a player's 
dream compared with the Argen- 
tine fiasco, where officials in the 
centre and on the lines frequent- 
ly appeared unsure of 
themselves and uncertain of ap- 
plication of the rules. 

Whatever happened to the 
Yeliow Card for deliberate 
handball, an offence which part- 
ly spoilt the final as defenders 
abruptly stopped threatening at- 
tacks. Why is it used nearly ever- 
ywhere else, but not in Argen- 
tina? 

Under what authority did the 
linesmen in the final have the 
right to so blatantly harangue of- 
fending players, especially the 
Dutch. That used to be the sole 
province of the referee. 

Why ina final between a South 
American and a European team 
were neutral officials ignored. 

Surely there must have been 


someone qualified from Asia, 
Africa or North America to run 
the jine or the centre, or were the 
final four competing nations de- 
termined to spiit ali the cake 
between them? 

Whatever the answers, they 
cannot hide that the display of 
the referee and linesmen in the 
final two matches was a poor ad- 
vertisement for refereeing in 
generai, and an even poorer ad- 
vertisement for the code.

Officials of the new club 
have arranged to meet 
Wollongong City Council to 
clinch a long-term lease of 
Brandon Park, and the Coun- 
cil’s attitude is highly sym- 
pathetic. 

Brandon Park is situated at 
Fairymeadow, three kilometres 
north of Crown Street, and is 


easily accessibie from the 
southern growth areas as well. 
Embankments already  sur- 


round the playing area, and 
pians are in hand for erection of 
the stands. 

lt is the logical situation as 
from three to 10 years’ time will 
see Woliongong Showground 
demolished and replaced by 
high-density housing. 

A PSL club in Wollongong 
would draw from a 350,000 dis- 
trict population, 250,000 of 
whom are in the immediate 
coastal belt that houses this big 
city of steel and coai. 

The initial thrust has come 
from the Italian community and 
the Fraternity Bowling Club.

Their licensed ciub is certain 
to boom when the soccer club 
toins the nationai ieague.

The pro-tem committee have 
arranged to discuss the details 
of their application with the 
Newcastle United Board. 

Newcastle's successful case 
was the talk of 1977, and they 
have already proved themseives 
close to the best drawing ciub in 
the country although the side has 
not yet reached its potential by a 
long shot. 

There is no doubt in the worid 
that the Wollongong City Council 
will give the new club every sup- 
port possible. 

They are politically aware that 
a huge proportion of their con- 
stituents are demanding it. 

There is no other avenue 
available to Wollongong 
greater than being in the 
Philips League to bring the 
city’s name before the 
Australian people, and in time 
the same situation wili later 
apply to overseas as well..
